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TF  you  have  once  experienced  the  delight  of  graduating  you  realize  the  im- 
portance of  the  occasion  to  those  who  participate  in  it.  Your  gradua- 
tion may  have  been  from  a  high  school,  a  normal  school,  a  college,  a  profes- 
sional school  or  a  university,  but  in  any  case  the  occasion  had  a  peculiar  charm, 
the  memory  of  which  will  always  give  a  pleasant  sound  to  the  word  "  Com- 
mencement", and  cause  you  to  feel  each  June  a  thrill  of  sympathy  with  the 
young  men  and  women  who  finish  at  that  time  a  definite  portion  of  their 
preparation  and  enter  upon  a  new  phase  of  their  life  work. 

With  this  much  by  way  of  preface]   the  editor  yields  this  issue  of  the 
BULLETIN  for  a  description  of  the  commencement  just  past. 


THE  PHI  BETA  KAPPA. 

npHE  WOMAN'S  COLLEGE  OF  BALTIMORE  inaugurated  its  chap- 
ter of  the  honorary  Greek  letter  society,  Phi  Beta  Kappa,  on  May  18, 
with  an  address  by  Dr.  Hamilton  W.  Mabie,  on  the  subject  of  "  Ideals  in  a 
Commercial  Age."  Dr.  Mabie  followed  the  precedent  of  such  famous  Phi 
Beta  Kappa  orators  as  Edward  Everett,  Emerson,  and  Wendell  Phillips,  in 
emphasizing  the  fact  that  the  society  has  stood  for  scholarship  and  ideality 
among  American  colleges.  Neither  the  scientific  nor  commercial  aspects  of 
the  age  have  modified  this  vital  attitude. 

The  charter  members  announced  the  election  of  thirty-two  original  mem- 
bers from  the  roll  of  five  hundred  and  fifty  alumnae.  Almost  all  of  these  had 
pursued  graduate  work  since  leaving  Baltimore.  From  the  senior  class  of 
seventv,  nine  were  elected.

SOCIAL  FEATURES  OF  THE  COMMENCEMENT  SEASON. 

>-pHE  WOMAN'S  COLLEGE  OF  BALTIMORE  has  recognized  from 
the  first  the  fact  that  a  college  can  never  do  its  best  work  in  the  world 
unless  it  has  behind  it  a  loyal  and  devoted  body  of  alumnae.  It  has  also  rec- 
ognized the  fact  that  the  first  and  most  important  essential  to  the  development 
of  such  loyalty  is  the  maintenance  of  such  scholastic  standards  as  shall  justify 
the  pride  of  the  alumnae  in  the  institution.  In  addition  to  this  it  is  important 
that  the  college  life  shall  be  given  every  possible  charm  in  order  that  the 
alumnae  may  look  back  upon  the  four  years  of  the  college  life  as  among  the 
happiest  of  their  lives,  and  important  also  that  the  college  shall  find  some 
means  of  showing  her  interest  in  the  alumnae  and  making  them  realize  that 
they  are  still  an  important  part  of  the  college  community. 

It  is  in  consequence  a  pleasure  to  the  authorities  of  the  college  to  see  that 
from  year  to  year  the  social  side  of  commencement  week  is  tending  more 
and  more  to  the  form  of  farewell  entertainments  to  the  seniors  or  reunions  of 
returning  alumnae. 

As  in  most  colleges  there  is  with  us  a  traditional  rivalry  between  consec- 
utive classes  and  a  consequent  tendency  to  regard  freshmen  and  junior, 
sophomore  and  senior  as  sister  classes,  and  a  majority  of  the  inter-class  func- 
tions are  arranged  along  this  line  of  division.  Twice  in  the  year,  however, 
this  line  is  crossed.  In  the  fall  when  the  incoming  freshmen  are  supposed 
to  be  somewhat  homesick  the  seniors,  as  social  heads  of  the  college  life, 
welcome  them  at  the  senior  tea,  the  first  formal  function  of  the  college  year. 
In  the  spring,  when  the  seniors  are  about  to  leave  the  college,  each  of  the 
classes  entertains  them  in  turn.  Young  as  the  college  is,  this  system  of  senior 
entertainments  has  already  settled  into  definite  form.  The  sophomores  give 
them  a  May  fete  at  some  point  in  the  country  near  Baltimore.  Last  year  the 
feature  of  the  occasion  was  the  dramatization  of  a  portion  of  Chaucer's  Can- 
terbury Tales  ;  this  year  a  dramatization  of  some  phases  of  college  life  with 
students  in  the  role  of  various  members  of  the  faculty.  The  junior  enter- 
tainment of  the  seniors  was  the  first  to  be  established,  and  is  always  a  ban- 
quet given  in  Goucher  Hall  near  the  close  of  the  senior  examination  week. 
The  freshmen  entertainment  is  the  simplest  of  the  three,  but  has  a  beauty  and 
charm  of  its  own  which  makes  it  one  of  the  attractions  of  the  week.  Just 
after  nightfall  the  freshmen,  dressed  in  white  and  carrying  colored  lanterns 
(the  colors  of  the  seniors),  take  possession  of  the  broad  court  between  Fensal 
and  Vingolf  Halls,  and  for  an  hour  weave  intricate  figures,  ending  with  the 
class  numerals  of  the  seniors.  The  green  black  of  the  sod,  the  white  of  the 
gowns,  the  shifting  lights,  and  the  music  make  a  combination  that  it  is  safe  to 
say  no  senior  ever  forgets. 
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In  addition  to  these  class  entertainments,  the  Pennsylvania  Club  and  the 
Southern  Club  at  this  time  abandon  their  geographical  limitations  and  include 
the  entire  senior  class  in  their  final  entertainments  of  the  year,  the  Pennsylva- 
nia Club  in  a  boating  party  on  the  Chesapeake,  and  the  Southern  Club  in  a 
promenade  concert  in  Goucher  Hall.  The  past  year  has  witnessed  the  con- 
solidation of  a  number  of  State  clubs  into  a  Western  club,  and  it  also  enter- 
tained the  seniors  in  the  parlors  of  one  of  the  dormitories.

The  interest  of  the  college  in  the  departing  seniors  is  matched  by  an 
interest  in  the  returning  alumnae.  As  a  rule  classes  hold  formal  reunions  on 
the  first,  third  and  each  succeeding  fifth  anniversary  of  their  graduation.  This 
year  the  class  of  1904  held  its  first  reunion  at  the  residence  of  its  honorary 
member,  Dean  Van  Meter.  In  the  toasts  that  followed  the  banquet  Miss 
Mabel  Hood  told  of  her  foreign  experiences,  Miss  Annie  Couch  spoke  of  her 
life  in  Columbia,  Miss  Theora  Bunnell  described  her  way  of  making  school 
teaching  worth  while,  Miss  Genevieve  Holtzman  talked  about  "  The  Land  of 
Frolic,"  and  Dean  Van  Meter  closed  with  the  toast,  "The  Home  Land," 
telling  his  audience  how  much  he  had  missed  the  class  with  which  he  had  been 
associated  as  honorary  member  for  the  four  years  of  their  college  life.  The 
loving  cup,  which  at  the  graduation  of  the  class  had  been  given  to  Dean  Van 
Meter,  was  passed  around,  and  the  forty-two  members  of  the  class  who  were 
present  closed  their  reunion  with  a  toast  to  each  member  of  the  class,  present 
or  absent. 
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It  was  not  the  year  for  a  regular  reunion  of  the  Class  of  1903,  but  so 
many  of  the  members  were  present  that  it  was  decided  to  hold  an  informal 
luncheon,  so  on  June  3,  nineteen,  including  Professor  Sheffloe,  the  honorary 
member  of  the  class,  and  his  wife,  met  at  Mt.  Holly  Inn  to  talk  over  old  col- 
lege days.  Miss  Briggs,  Miss  Nulton,  and  Miss  Doherty  brought  tales  of 
their  experience  as  "  school-marms,"  and  Miss  Caspari  gave  a  report  of  the 
wedding  of  Miss  Cullom,  the  first  class  bride.  On  comparing  notes  those 
present  discovered  that  four  other  members  of  the  class  were  to  be  married 
within  a  few  weeks.  So  many  were  present  at  this  informal  reunion  that  the 
class  hopes  for  a  most  successful  time  at  its  regular  reunion  next  June. 

The  Class  of  1902  held  its  reunion  in  Goucher  Hall  on  Monday,  June  5. 
Nineteen,  including  the  honorary  member,  Professor  Lord,  were  present. 
Mrs.  Ulman  (Ella  Guggenheimer)  was  toastmistress,  and  the  toasts  were  as 
follows  :

The  roll  call  of  the  class  showed  that  seven  are  married,  nineteen  are 
teaching,  two  are  missionaries,  four  are  pursuing  graduate  work,  two  are  in 
business  houses,  and  the  rest  are  enjoying  the  pleasure  of  "  trying  to  make 
home  happy." 

The  Class  of  1900  held  its  third  reunion  at  the  Baltimore  Country  Club 
on  Saturday,  June  3.  Out  of  a  class  of  fifty-eight,  nineteen  sat  down  at  the 
table  for  luncheon.  Following  the  luncheon  came  the  toasts,  with  Mrs.  Mary 
Connor  Hayes,  of  New  York  City,  the  permanent  chairman  of  the  class,  as 
toastmistress.

The  toasts  were  followed  by  the  loving  cup  service  and  the  singing  of 
the  class  song.  Dr.  Sherwood,  the  honorary  member  of  the  class,  and  Dr. 
Welsh  were  guests  of  the  class. 

The  Class  of  1895  had  its  reunion  at  the  Baltimore  Country  Club  on 
June  5,  but  unfortunately  the  BULLETIN  is  not  in  the  possession  of  the 
details  of  the  reunion. 
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The  farewell  entertainments  given  to  the  seniors  and  the  reunions  held 
by  the  alumnae  have  a  connecting  link  in  Alto  Dale  Day,  which  is  given  to 
both  seniors  and  alumnae.  In  the  early  days  of  the  college  President  Goucher 
established  the  custom  of  inviting  the  faculty,  the  alumnae,  the  seniors,  and 
such  of  the  underclassmen  as  reside  in  the  college  dormitories  to  spend  one 
afternoon  of  examination  week  at  Alto  Dale,  his  country  home.  The  little 
company  that  went  out  in  those  early  days  has  grown  steadily  till  this  year  it 
numbered  about  four  hundred.  The  day  is  always  spent  informally.  The 
guests  wander  at  will  through  the  fields  and  woods  and  gardens.  The  alum- 
nae, who  attend  in  large  numbers,  spend  their  time  in  meeting  old  friends  of 
their  own  and  other  classes  and  in  renewing  their  acquaintance  with  the  mem- 
bers of  the  faculty.  Supper  is  served  on  the  lawn,  and  then  as  evening  falls 
the  grounds  glow  with  the  soft  light  of  Japanese  lanterns  and  the  row  of 
senior  torches,  one  for  each  senior,  planted  on  the  southern  edge  of  the  lawn. 
The  day  closes  with  class  and  college  songs  and  the  ride  homeward. 

Nothing  could  be  more  restful  or  helpful  than  this  quiet  afternoon,  com- 
ing as  it  does  near  the  close  of  the  worry  and  strain  of  examination  week,  and 
it  is  doubtful  if  any  entertainment  of  commencement  is  more  prized  by  both 
students  and  alumnae.

BACCALAUREATE  SERMON. 

Moses  my  servant  is  dead  5  now  therefore  arise,  go  over  this  Jordan,  thou,  and  all  this  people 
unto  the  land  which  I  do  give  to  them.  —  "Joshua  i  -2. 

\X7lTH  this  as  the  text,  President  Goucher  urged  the  members  of  the 
graduating  class  to  recognize  that  the  problem  of  life,  no  matter  how 
complex  the  conditions,  is  the  simple  one  of  adjustment  to  the  divine  plan, 
and  that  to  them  as  to  Israel  the  divine  call  is  to  go  forward  for  a  definite  pur- 
pose, with  divine  guidance  and  co-operation,  and  by  means  of  agencies  which 
by  the  fact  of  their  employment  are  themselves  outgrown.  The  sermon  closed 
with  the  following  address  to  the  class  : 

Daughters  of  the  Woman's  College  of  ^Baltimore,  Members  of  the  Graduating 
Class  of  1905  :  The  text  of  this  morning  has  a  special  application  to  each 
one  of  you.  You  are  approaching  an  epoch  in  your  life.  During  four  years 
of  earnest  application,  in  the  midst  of  congenial  and  loving  friends,  you  have 
had  the  privilege  of  personal  guidance  by  those  who  never  lost  sight  of  the 
fact  that  the  development  of  a  strong,  gracious,  symmetrical  personality  is  the 
best  that  life  can  bring  to  you.  Your  studies,  your  social  relations,  your 
physical,  mental  and  spiritual  occupations  have  been  matters  of  regulation-

But  in  it  all,  and  through  it  all,  the  sole  object  has  been  your  personal  prepa- 
ration for  the  larger  purpose  of  life. 

The  instruction  and  discipline  have  contributed  to  your  development. 
High  ideals  have  been  kept  before  you  with  kindly  and  firm  insistence.  With 
your  graduation  this  order  of  things,  with  its  personal  guidance,  gives  way  to 
the  freer,  self-regulating,  more  assertive  and  responsible  life.  Difficulties  of 
adjustment,  greater  freedom  of  choice,  changing  and  larger  opportunities,  less 
agreeable  occupations,  demanding  initiative,  decision,  interpretation  of  self, 
the  abnegation  of  self,  and  firm  reliance  upon  God,  are  awaiting  you. 

God  comes  to  you  in  a  peculiarly  personal  way  in  this  supreme  moment 
and  says  to  you  as  He  said  to  Joshua,  "  '  Moses  my  servant  is  dead,  now, 
therefore  arise,  go  over  this  Jordan,'  conquer  every  obstacle  and  enter  into 
the  possession  of  every  opportunity  which  I  do  give  to  you  for  the  great  pur- 
pose of  your  life."     "Only  be  thou  strong  and  very  courageous." 

Occupancy  is  the  law  of  possession.  Your  progress  in  life  will  be  the 
measure  of  your  faithfulness  to  God.      "  No  good  things  will  He  withhold." 

"  Do  right  and  God's  recompense  to  you  will  be  the  power  of  doing 
more  right.  Give  and  God's  reward  to  you  will  be  the  spirit  of  giving  more  ; 
a  blessed  spirit,  for  it  is  the  spirit  of  God  Himself,  whose  life  is  the  blessed- 
ness of  giving." 

"  Be  truthful,  be  steadfast,  whatever  betide  thee, 

Only  one  thing  do  thou  ask  of  the  Lord  ; 
Grace  to  go  forward  wherever  He  guide  thee, 

Simply  believing  the  truth  of  His  word." 

And  you  shall  be  more  than  conquerors  through  Him  that  loved  you,  and 
"  thus  shall  be  richly  supplied  unto  you  the  entrance  into  the  eternal  kingdom 
of  our  Lord  and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ."

The  class  gift  referred  to  was,  in  accordance  with  the  custom  of  recent 
years,  a  stained  glass  window  for  the  library. 

In  the  evening  the  seniors  met  on  the  campus  in  front  of  Goucher  Hall 
for  the  Ivy  Ceremony.  It  has  been  the  custom  for  years  for  each  class  on  its 
class  day  to  plant  an  ivy  at  the  front  of  Goucher  Hall,  with  simple  ceremo- 
nies, consisting  usually  of  the  ivy  song  and  oration.  This  year  the  orator 
was  Miss  Margarette  C.  Armstrong.

*  I  AHE  fourteenth  annual  Commencement  was  held  at  4  o'clock  on   the 

afternoon  of  June  6,  at  the  Lyric,  known  to  many  of  the  former  stu- 
dents of  the  College  as  Music  Hall.  The  speaker  of  the  day  was  Dr.  Josiah 
Strong,  who  spoke  upon  "  The  New  Age  of  Chivalry,"  and  made  a  strong 
plea  for  the  recognition  of  the  brotherhood  of  man  and  the  chivalry  that  finds 
its  expression  in  service.  The  writer  cannot  refrain  from  quoting  a  few  of 
his  words  to  the  seniors. 

It  is  good  to  be  young  and  to  remain  young  always.  Youth  is  not  so 
much  years  as  it  is  temperament  and  heart.  To  one  who  looks  forward  life 
is  full  of  beauty.  Life  is  young  so  long  as  one  grows.  In  the  new  chivalry 
there  is  no  vain  search  for  the  Holy  Grail — that  cup  is  ever  near  in  life  and 
service." 

President  Goucher  conferred  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts   upon   the 
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seventy  members  of  the  senior  class,  and  made  the  following  announcements. 

Miss  Clara  Latimer  Bacon  has  been  advanced  from  the  position  of  In- 
structor of  Mathematics  to  Associate  Professor. 

The  two  scholarships  at  the  Marine  Biological  Laboratory,  at  Woods 
Hole,  Mass.,  were  awarded  to  Miss  Katie  VI.

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ALUMNA  MEMORIAL  TO  MRS.  GOUCHER. 

k  I  AHE  devotion  of  the  alumnae  to  Mrs.  Goucher,  who  died  in  1902,  found 
fitting  expression  in  the  memorial  windows  unveiled  by  them  on  the 
afternoon  of  June  5.  The  three  windows  at  the  east  end  of  the  centre  pavil- 
ion of  Goucher  Hall  were  replaced  by  three  windows  designed  by  Frederick 
Wilson  and  executed  by  the  Tiffany  Studios,  under  the  supervision  of  Mr. 
Louis  C.  Tiffany.  They  consist  of  a  center  opening,  broad  and  slightly 
arched,  and  a  narrower,  but  much  taller  opening  on  either  side.  In  the 
center  is  a  figure,  blindfolded,  bearing  a  scroll  inscribed  with  the  confession 
Credo.  On  each  side  and  in  the  same  panel  is  a  child  angel  holding  a  torch 
in  one  hand,  symbolizing  the  light  of  the  Spirit,  and  in  the  other  a  shield,  the 
emblem  of  defense  or  security.  Thus  guided  and  protected  Faith  fearlessly 
advances,  treading  under  foot  a  laurel  wreath,  the  symbol  of  earthly  glory. 

In  the  north  opening  is  a  figure  representing  Simplicity,  holding  in  her 
left  hand  a  scepter,  which  symbolizes  "  the  anchor  of  the  soul,  both  sure  and 
steadfast,"  while  on  her  right  hand  confidingly  rests  a  dove,  artless  and  unaf- 
fected, bearing  an  olive  branch.  In  the  south  opening  Love  is  personified  by 
a  woman  of  gracious  mien,  caring  for  a  child  which  snuggles  in  her  bosom. 
In  her  right  hand  she  holds  a  scepter  on  which  is  upraised  a  glowing  heart. 
This  window  was  the  special  gift  of  the  Class  of  1901,  of  which  Mrs.  Goucher 
was  the  honorary  member. 

The  allegorical  figures  are  intended  to  symbolize  some  of  the  inherent 
traits  of  Mrs.  Goucher's  character,  her  faith,  her  simplicity  and  her  love. 

Beneath  the  center  window  is  a  bronze  tablet  which  reads : 

IN  LOVING  REMEMBRANCE  OF 

MARY    CECELIA    GOUCHER, 

Exemplar  and  Friend, 

By  the  Alumnae,  1892-1903. 

The  presentation  was  made  on  behalf  of  the  alumnae  by  Miss  Edith

Foss.
